Besides the still in operation, the agents seized a 150- 
gallon dismantled still, a 300-gallon cooling tank, 40 gallons of 
alleged moonshine liquor, 4,500 gallons of whiskey mash in 
nine mash vats, a super-heater and a seven-passenger sedan- 
type automobile, belonging to Gearhart. 
Although the federal agents said Gearhart was wearing 
a 22-calibre loaded revolver in a holster around his waist, 
he was caught oft guard by the suddenness of the attack, 
and made no attem pt to put up a fight.

Two Shot in Sensational Pistol 
Battle in Cuba’s New Capitol 


Havana, June 2 (AP)—Represen­ 
tative Oscar Montalvft was wounded 
critically Thursday in a sensational 
pistol fight in Cuba’s new capitol 
building. 
Mario Cuellar, secretary of Repre­ 
sentative-elect Juan Daniel Byrne 
and youngest member of the polit­ 
ically powerful family of Cuellar, 
gave himself up to police and was 
confined in the municipal prison. 
Hospital attendants said they did 
not expect Montalvo would survive 
his wounds. 
Col. Felipe Canchez, retired army 
officer, was shot through the head 
during the gunplay and it was be­ 
lieved at the hospital that he, too. 
probably would die. 
The shooting occurred in the sen­ 
ate conference hall, just after mem­ 
bers of the joint senate and house 
commission had finished discussing 
an amnesty bill for political of­ 
fenses. 
Montalvo was shot while standing 
just beneath the oil painting of tile 
late Senate President Clemente Ves- 
quez Bello, who was assassinated 
last September 27. Montalvo served
